The housewife, pushing her 
wire basket through the aisles of 
the efficient super-market, has 

in mind the 
vast govern- 
ment food sur- 
pluses as 
looks at.the 
price tags. 
She _ carries 
with her a sort 
resentment. 
is not di- 
rected toward 
the farmer—not 
yet. Nor against 
the government 
—not yet. 

The same housewife, touring 
the cooled aisles of department 
stores or specialty shops, looking 
at smart cotton dresses for her- 
self and daughter, at shirts for 
the wage-earner husband, or jeans 
for the school-age son, carries 
(an irritating thought with her. 
\She has read that the government 
has millions of bales of surplus 
cotton held at support prices. 

The wage earner, who must 
provide the allowance and pay 
the bills for the housewife, also 
has a sense of irritation... as 
yet uncentered. 


Surplus 


In an attempt to create public 
opinion, the administration had 
the surplus translated into a sum- 
mary which has, in a sense boom- 
eranged. The surplus summary, 
here repeated, was this: 

“There is enough wheat to pro- 
vide every man, woman and child 
in the U.S. with a loaf of bread a 
day for 364 days; enough tobac- 
co to provide our 60 million cig- 
arette smokers with 183 packs 
each; enough cotton to make 117 
shirts or 91 house dresses for 
every American family; enough 
butter and cheese to supply every 
American with two pounds of 
each: and enough cottonseed oil 
to whip up 5 pounds of margarine 
for every one of us.” 

(These figures are about a 
month out of date and must be 
upped substantially.) 

This was supposed to arouse the 
public to support the administra- 
tion drive to eliminate 90 per cent 
parity and provide a flexible, or 
sliding scale of support prices 
which would discourage the farm- 
er from planting crops in surplus 
merely because he knew the 
government would buy them. 

It did this—but it also angered 
the farmer. 

The American farmer has a 
very real ‘‘side’’ to tell. In gen- 
eral he wants, and believes in, 
support prices—especially in non- 
perishable items such as corn, 
wheat, cotton. 

The farmer feels that. all this 
dramatizing of the surplus in 
terms of dresses, shirts and food 
on the table has contributed to 
making the farmer a much-ma- 
ligned man, who is either a ruth- 
less profiteer cheating city peo- 
ple, or a lazy dolt who is,so inef- 
ficient and dumb he has to be 
supported by the government. 

The level of farm prices has 
been falling since 1951. 

Costs haven't. They've 
mained up. '

Income 


Net farm income was down 
about $1 billion in 1952. Last year 
it was down about $700,000,000. 
It’s still sliding—slowly, to be 
sure. But it’s down in 1954. 

As'a result the farmer is the 
big political question mark of the 
year. He is being courted and 
wooed by the ins and the outs. 
And much attention is being paid 
him by the economists and Con- 
gressmen who would give a great 
deal to know his real thoughts. 

The farmer is a gambler be- 
cause he must be. Drouth, floods, 
winds, hail—and combinations of 
all—make him dependent on luck 
o +s OR @ MR ot x. 

That’s why he likes “parity,” 
and the farm “program.” 

For the farmer, parity is ex- 
actly what the wage-earner has 
in minimum-wage laws. Parity 
provides a yard-stick formula 
under which prices are deter- 
mined. The ‘“program’”’ sets 
acreage allotments and market- 
ing quotas, holds up prices by 
government purchases and loans, 
and rewards conservation prac- 
tices. The farmer doesn’t see why 
he should be regarded as a profi- 
teer for having a guaranteed 
price. 

The surplus disturbs the farm- 
er. That’s why he has listened 
to the administration. He will take 
a compromise. But he will move 
back to the Democratic party if 
he feels the administration has 
seriously damaged the parity 
plan, just as labor would strike 
it the wages and hours laws were 
watered down. 

Right now the farmer is more 
jrritated than the housewife— 

He feels he is being made the

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Fluoridation Gets 
Further Approval 


A few weeks ago the U. S. House of 
Representatives Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce committee held hearings on 
the Weir bill which seeks to set up a na- 
tionwide ban on fluoridation of water 
supplies to prevent tooth decay. 


Among the antifluoridationists who 
testified was one who claimed that fluo- 
rine causes boils, weals, athlete’s foot, 
eczema, brittle nails, baldness at an early 
age, “feminized males,” fits of depression 
and melancholia, a feeling of apprehension 
and irritability, neuralgia, constipation 
and mental illness. 

Dentists, doctors, chemists, toxicoli- 
gists and waterworks superintendents 
spoke in favor of fluoridation and against 
the bill. 


The prediction is that the bill will die 
in committee, if it is not already dead. 


Meanwhile, among the latest of what 
those opposed to fluoridation called 
“canned propaganda,” there has been re- 
leased the report of the Food and Nutri- 
tion Board, Nationa! Research Council. 

The National Research Council is a 
part of the National Academy of Sciences. 
And the National Academy in turn is a pri- 
vate, nonprofit corporation chartered by 
Congress in 1863 for the furtherance of 
science and to provide a source of scien- 
tific advice to the Federal Government. 

Here is what the Food and Nutrition 
Board of this scientific organization said 
after a comprehensive study: 


1, On the basis of epidemiological and 
experimental observations in fluoridated 
communities, the most reliable vehicle for 
supplementing the fluorine intake (‘in the 
diet) is water. 


2. The adjustment of the fluoride con- 
tent of drinking water to one part per mil- 
lion is in principle and in practice the 
soundest and most effective approach to 
caries (tooth cavity) prevention on a large 
scale known today. 

Acting on that evidence and other like 
it, the Chicago City Council has approved 
fluoridation of Chicago’s public water sup- 
plies. Acting on such evidence, “canned 
propaganda” perhaps in that some of it is 
in pamphlet form, but scientific nonethe- 
less, the board of health at Savannah has 
endorsed a proposal to add fluorine 
to the public water supplies in Savannah 
and Chatham County. 

The Atlanta Board of Aldermen has 
the same evidence available, but it has not 
acted. All the time, though, decay is work- 
ing on the teeth of Atlanta children.

The State Still Needs 
An Auto Title Law 


The Fulton County Grand Jury has 
recommended that the Georgia Legislature 
enact a title law for all motor vehicles in 
the state. 

This newspaper editorially urged such 
a course some years ago. Last year a weak 
and watered-down title law was enacted, 
It is almost meaningless. 

There is just one open objection to the 
law—it will mean a little more paper 
work. , 

There are many reasons for such a law. 
Chief among them is the fact that Geor- 
gia is the most fertile field in the nation 
for car thieves and the “handling” of 
stolen Car's. 

We ought to tighten 4oopholes in the 
present law because it is the right thing to 
do and beneficial to the most people. Only 
selfish greed has prevented it. 

The jury made other recommendations 
which make good sense, too. Repair con- 
tractors ought to be made to furnish bond 
to protect the people against the unscru- 
pulous. Contractors of the city ouglt to 
insist themselves that the city adopt such 
an ordinance. 

Selfish pressure groups ought not to be 
permitted to halt the processes of what is 
right and proper.

For U.S. Economy 


When you take a good sized war out of 
the economy of any country, that economy 
is going to sag. 

When the Korean War was removed 
from the American economy, and ceased 
to eat up great stocks of food, steel, cloth 
and various other fabricated materials, 
our economy did sag. 

But, it did not drop as far as had been 
feared. 

And, to the consternation of most 
forecasters, the economy of Great Britain 
and Europe did not collapse, as had been 
predicted, but actually strengthened. 

Now comes Fortune Magazine, a pub- 
lication devoted to American business, 
with a survey and a look at the future. 
_ The trerid is—we are happy to read— 
up. Says Fortune: 


“Today the business trend is up, and our 
forecast is that it will continue in: that direc- 
tion for the next twelve months. As predicted 


. vf 


in April, an upturn in business activity began 
in May when the Federal Reserve Index of 
industrial production rose for the first time 
in ten months—from 123 to 125. Output in 
June was at least as high as in May, but busi- 
ness may be off a bit in July (as the peak 
selling season for cars ends and steel con- 
sumers slow down their hedge buying against 
the possibility of a strike). As a result there 
may be a double bottom in output in 1954, just 
as there was a double peak last year. 

‘Fortune's forecast for the next twelve 
months is for a rise of $10,000,000,000, or 3 
per cent, in the gross national product—to a 
rate of $366.000,000,000 in the second quarter 
of 1955. A 5 per cent rise in industrial pro- 
duction is indicated. The main stimulus for 
this pickup in business will come from a turn- 
about in inventory policies—the gradual ter- 
mination of stock cutting and the resumption 
of some rebuilding of inventories. This alone 
should create a demand for about $6,000,000.- 
000 of production... .” 


To this we can only add three rousing 
cheers and fond hope that Fortune's 
crystal ball gazers were not troubled by 
lack of visibility in their peerings.

dramatic and final, and we don’t doubt that he means every word of 
it including ‘‘the show is over in Phenix City.” 
However, we'll believe it when we see it, and after we have gone 


on seeing it for a long, long time. 

True, if there is ever to be a fi- 
nale to the long, lurid satire ‘on 
justice at Phenix City, Alabama's 
internationally infamous mecca for 
hoodlums, it might as well be now. 

The murder of Albert L. Patter- 
son goes far beyond the eradica- 
tion of a Phenix citizen Patterson, 
who was once the attorney for 
Hoyt Shepherd (accused by some 
of being the head of the Phenix 
‘political machine’), and citizen 
Patterson, who later, a few years 
ago, became the attorney for the 
group pledged to clean out Phenix 
gangsters. 

When the people of Alabama re- 
cently elected Mr. Patterson at- 
torney general, they voted for his 
vice clean-up in Phenix and made 
him the state's top ‘‘policeman” 
in charge of it. With his cold-blood- 
ed murder, the rats of Phenix defy 
the people's will to break up their 
crime nest. 

Certainly we don't discount the 
righteous fury of the state, or the 
obvious sincerity of Gov. Persons, 
who says ‘there's going to be a 
change made,’’_or of Gen. Hanna, 
or of anyone else determined to 
ferret out Patterson's killer and 
bring him to justice. 

Still, we can't believe this is “the 
end of the show in Phenix” unt 
we see it. 

Because it's a show that has 
been playing wide open under a 
hot blaze of red neons for as long 
as we can remember.

There has never been a year or 
a day in a quarter of a century 
that any governor, or any attor- 
ney general, or any Russell Coun- 
ty sheriff, or any Phenix City may- 


or could not have pulled down the — 


curtain on the Phenix bawdy show 
or vice-in-the-nude, and could not 
have written “The End,’’ had any 
of these really wanted the end to 
be. 

Every now and then the law has 
put on a show of its own, a show 
about as loud and spectacular in 
its way as the Phenix perform- 


. ance. 


There was a lot of hoopla then, 
as always, about Phenix being 
“through.” 

I hope it is not cynical to ob- 
serve that this has been the his- 
tory of all Phenix ‘‘clean-ups’’ and 
“ends.’’ And when the stink dies 
down a little, it.may be the his- 
tory of this current “end of Phe- 
nix.’ 

Phenix, we think, continues to 
run wide open for three reasons: 

1. The majority of the public, 
both in Russell County and 
thrdughout the state, don't really 
want it closed, or they are lacka- 
daisical about it and don't care. 
They squawk a lot about it whe 
the heat is on, but many still wel- 
come this local Las Vegas as a 
place to blow off steam in a wilder 
mood. 

2. Crime is one of the area’s 
chief and traditional sources of 
revenue, and it is hard for any 
town to chop itself free from such 
revenue, especially Phenix. 

Many times, newspapers, espe- 
cially this one, have beat what we 
hoped would be the funeral drums 
for Phenix City hoodlumism. Ev- 
ery time the residents of Phenix 
have reared up and insisted theirs 
was “‘the city of churches,’’ schools 
and hospitals. 

It has always been clear to us 
that Phenix is net known round the 
world as “city of churches,’ but 
as the rotten burr6éw of thugs, 
mugs, gangsters, shysters, clip- 
pers, trollops, .kiHers and tramps. 
Despite its small size, it has been 
called one of the three most wick- 
ed cities in the world, 

We have no patience with the 
pious yammerings of the better 
people of Phenix, They are in the 
vast majority. If they had really 
wanted to clean up their joint up 
to now, they could have done it. 
They can do it now. 

3. The third reason the Phenix 
vice ring continues to thrive is that 
it pays off. We don't know to 
whom it pays off, though once we 
were silly enough to go over and 
try to find out. 

The other pay-off of this official- 
lv allowed and publicly tolerated 
gangster hangout is bound to be 
an occasional murder.

The dirt in the public square is 
filled earth, brought in from river 
bottom lands far away. Deep wells, 
pumped by windmills, bring up a 
thin flow of milky water, and no 
grass grows except on those lawns 
that are watered ceaselessly. 

To an Ozonan water is as pre- 
cious as liquid gold, and pickle- 
juice is worth even more, for 
flowers won't grow unless the 
alkaline soil is neutralized by 
pickle-juice, or vinegar.

Trying to prove anything that's 
theirs—even a flood—is bigger and 
better than anybody else’s.”’ 


I would sit

miles away from a telephone and no newspaper was delivered to 


my door, Nobody came around to gee nie, 


answer. 

But afer a couple of days, I 
caught up on my sleep and I got 
restless. I wanted to be with other 
people. God did not make us to 
just enjoy His world. He made us 
to work in His world. And in the 
sharing with Him of the continual 
creation we find our life. When we 
cease to be a part of the creative 
work of God, we soon die. 

One day Jesus condemned a fig 
tree to death because it produced 
no fruit (Matt. 21:18-22). Some 
people seemed shocked that Christ 
would use His power for destruc- 
tive purposes. But such is the very 
basic law of life. When we cease 
to bear fruit, we die. 

Only a few days ago a friend of 
mine expressed concern for my 
health. He asked if I had not re- 
cently lost some weight. Inciden- 
tally, people have been asking me 
that same question for twenty-five 
years. I have not lost any weight 
because I have never had any to 
lose. Then this friend mentioned 
the things I am trying to do and 
very mournfully predicted I would 
not live until I was 50 years old. 

I don't know how long I will live. 
Neither does anyone else. But one 
thing I do know — I am living 
now. And that is more than some 
people can say. 

I once buried a young soldier 


There was no mail to 


who was killed leading his men up 
a hill during a battle. His mother 
was so crushed that he died so 
young. But I pointed out to her 
that he probably packed more real 
living into the 30 minutes he 
used in climbing that hill than 
Some people put into 70 years. 

The unhappiest people in the 
world are the ones who are living 
within themselves. I sympathize 
with the little boy who was so 
lonely he said to his mother; ‘I 
wish I were two little puppies so 
I could play together.” 

Let me stop — stop dead still 
for a moment — and ask myself 
this question: ‘Is there a single 
soul who would look me square in 
the eye and say, ‘I thank God for 
you. My life is better because of 
you. I'am glad you are living’— 
would anybody say that to me?” 
If you were to die tonight, would 
it be much of a loss to anybody? 
Would it really? 

What is the answer to the fruit- 
less life? Not in some feverish ac- 
tivity or a lot of little services. Be- 
fore we do our best, we must first 
be our best. And the first step is 
right relationship with God. Let us 
pray, ‘‘Take my life and let it be, 
consecrated Lord, to Thee.’’

LAKE JACKSON, July 2--Here is a lake, 
about halfway betweén Atlanta and Macon that 


annually and consistently produces as many 
man-hours of pleasure per acre as any water

Of course, with the recent introduction of 
threadfin shad here, the plugging will get bet- 
ter. These Jackson Lake bass haven't ever had 
it so good as. they will for the next thousand 
years with an abundance of food, 


There have been startling bass catches on 
live minnows here, but that’s in the fall, from 
September on. The catalpa worm is the favor- 


ite bait for either bream or crappie here, al- 
though the Super Duper has come into its 
own as a_ slow bottodrn-to-boat retrieve bait. 
Along with it, the small shiny spinning lures, 
used slowly in an almost perpendicular re- 
trieve, 


are turped to as the hot weather gets 
hotter. 

Top water plugs have never been terrific- 
ally successful here, according to frequenters 
of the lake, but they still try morning and 
night: 

There are concessions on both ‘‘sides’’ of 
Jackson, whether you come from the Jackson- 
Butts County side to Turners, or from Coving- 
ton, the Waters Bridge route. Bait, tackle, gas- 
oline, boats, motors and boathouses to keep 
your boat—all are here and up to date.

had requested dismissal of its 
$10,000,000 damage suit against 
Georgia Insurance Commissioner 
Zach Cravey. 


Attorneys for the company 
made the announcement and the 
motion for dismissal was. filed in 
U.S. District Court here. 


The suit was originally filed in 
Federal Court at Miami along 
with suits against Florida Insur- 
ance Commissioner Edwin Lar- 
sen and the Reserve Insurance 
Co. of Texas. All three suits 
charged violation of antitrust laws. 
Each was for $10,000,000. 


The suit against Cravey was 
transferred to U.S. District Court 
here last March. 


The litigation began in 1951 aft- 
er Cravey revoked the Georgia 
license of the Chicago firm. He 
charged the firm was not giving 
policy holders proper service, had 
refused to give the state informa- 
tion and was engaged in mis- 
leading advertising. 

Commissioner Cravey said that 
while the suit was baseless and 
he had always been confident that 
‘justice would triumph,”’ the com- 
pany’s move to dismiss it came 
as ‘‘a favorable surprise indeed.”

Technician Gives Lesson 


In Breathing Properly 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


Take a deep breath. 


Did you pull the diaphragm in when 
you took that deep breath? If so, 
you're shortchanging yourself on the best 


that’s shallow breathing, and 
thing in life—air. 


Shallow breathing doesn't make for roses in the cheeks or curves 


across the collarbones. 

A letter from a former army 
surgical technician gives us a 
lesson in breathing. And what he 
has to say on this vital subject 
is enlightening. 

‘‘Few people really know what 
goes on in breathing. In school 
I was always taught: ‘Pull the 
stomach ‘in and take a deep 
rreath—then blow it out through 
the mouth.’ 

As a surgical technician in 
the Army I used to work with 
X-ray and fluoroscope equip- 
ment. When I saw my buddies 
through the fluoroscope I noticed 
that the diaphragm works like 
an elevator—on breathing in, 
the diaphragm would go down 
and on breathing out, it would 
rise. 

I found that when ‘the stomach 


was pulled in, there was little 
room for the diaphragm to go 
cown and thus little air could be 
taken into the lungs. 

‘We started checking our own 
breathing and, I might add, even 
some of our medical officers had 
to learn to breathe correctly. 


The tethnique is to push the dia- 

phragm out as you breathe in 

—and pull in as you exhale.” 
One formerly flat-chested las- 


sie passed along this breathing, 


routine for curves. 

‘‘My doctor told me to wrap a 
towel around my ribs just below 
the breasts and to exhale, let- 
ting every bit of air out of my 
lungs. Then twist the towel in 
front as tightly as possible, and 
keeping it that way, breathe in 
deeply, pushing against the tow- 
ei—then exhale.
